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KEPT IN THE DARK. 


Democratic Congressmen Are ‘‘Laying 
Low” on the Hawaiian Question. 


NOT IN POSITION T0 MAKE DEFENSE 


Having No News They Have to Take 
the Republican Drubbing. 


MR. HOLMAN INTERESTED IN A CAUCUS 


The Democrats Will Hold One to Dis- 
euss the Tariff Bill- What Mr, 
Wilson Says on It. 


Washington, December 12.—(Special.)— 
The democrats of both the house and sen- 
ate, and especially of the senate, 
are getting very weary of the mauling 
which they are getting from Mr. Hoar and 
other republicans on the Hawaiian ques- 
tion. Aside from the two or three men who 
are willing to run the risk of sacrificing 
thentselves by defending the administra- 
tion while they themselves are being Kept 
in the dark, the democrats are Keeping 
very*quiet. The general disposition among 
then is not to take any responsibility in 
this matter nor attempt to aid the adminis- 
tration unless Mr. Cleveland himseif can 
fatisfy them and the country that the im- 
pression given in his message and tn Mr. 
Gresham's letter of the intention as to 
the restoration of the queen was erroneous. 
It is said by those wiio pretend to have 
informiation on the subject that there is no 
question that Mr. Cleveland has modified 
his policy and that the written instructions 
to Mr. Willis will be found to be quite dif- 
ferent from what the public has reason to 
believe his full instructions amount to. 

Anxious to Get the Letter. 

After the meeting of the foreign affairs 
committee in the house today, it was de- 
cided that the chairman of the committee 
should see Mr. Cleveland and try to induce 
him to send to congress a copy of the in. 
structions to Willis before the Hitt resolu- 
tion is adopted by the ‘house, and before the 
general correspondence is transmitted to 
congress. A gentleman who is in a posi- 
tion to know about these matters; stated 
today that the instructions to Minister Wil- 
lis would -be found to encompass the fol- 
lowing propositions: 

That he inform the queen that the United 
States withdrew from the provisional gov- 
ernment any support which it might be 
supposed to exercise and that if she re- 
sumed her throne that the United States 
government would recognize her and would 
try to preserve order for the time being, 
but would use no force. The queen's de- 
clining this offer outright, stating, nutwith- 
#*anding Mr. Blount’s theories on the sub- 
ject, that she could not preserve herself 
ii: power without the aid of the United 
}states. 

Sure to Caucus. 

There is to be a caucus on the tariff bill. 
A caucus call, signed by more than fifty 
inembers, was presented to Mr. Holman, 
chairman of the caucus committee, today, 
and just as soon as the tariff bill is r1e- 
ported to the house; Mr. Holman wilt fsste 
the call for a caucus to be held probably 
the evening aftef the day the bil! is re- 
ported. 

The: democrats of the house are almost 
un@nimous in desiring this caucus in crder 
shat they can discuss the bill and that 
every democrat who is dissatisfied with 
of it may make his dissatisfaction 
Known and endeavor to amend it. 

The Louisiana men are organizing for a 
fight against the sugar schedule and they 
expect to amend it by placing a tax of at 
least % of a cent on raw sugar and to abol- 
ish the bounty from the date of the passage 
of the bill. 

Mr. Wilson on the Caucus. 

In speaking of the caucus call this after- 
noon, Chairman Wilson, of the ways and 
means committee, said: “If there is a 
caacus I am sure the result will be tne 
Same as in the case of the caucus consicder- 
ation of the Mills bill. When that was con- 
sidered it was soon fotind that if the re- 
vision business were entered into, there 
would be no end of it, that there might as 
well be no bill as one that would give every 
individual just what his constituonts might 
seem to require. The national point of view 
had to prevail, and so the caucus decided 
to adopt the measure as it stood, and that 
was done. If our present bill goes into cau- 
cus it will be with that result.” * 

A Free Coinnge P* , 

A meeting of the house «s.mmittee on 
coinage, weights and measures has been 
called for tomorrow for the purpose of 
consiaering a free coinage bill. The idea 
of agitating this subject at this time is 
discouraged by some of the silver men of 
the committee, but if it is pressed they will 
vote to report a free coinage measure. A 
majority of the committee are in favor of 
free coinage and it is probable that such a 
bill will be reported, if not now, later in the 
Session. It is not expected, however, that 
any action will be taken by the house for 
the present. Ec. W. B.

A Right Lively Debac Over the Admis- 
sion of Utah. 


Washington, December 12.—In the house 
the consideration of the bill for the admis- 
Sion of Utah ‘nto the sisterhood of states 
was begun. The principal point at issue 
Was whether the enabling act should con- 
tain a provision imposing pains and penal- 
ties for polygamous marriages, the conten- 
tion on the one hand being that the state 
should come in on an equal footing with 
other states, and on the other, that as 
polygamy had been stamped ove by another 
statute and as the admission of the territo- 
ry would repeai -that statute, congress 
should make it practically @ part of the 
enabling act. 

Mr. Morse, of Massachusetts, in opposing 
the bill, took occasion to make a vicious as- 
sault on Utah and Mormonism, recalling all 
the outrages of plural marriage, the crimes 
of the Danites, the Mountain Meadow mas- 
sacre, blood atonement and the revelations 
of the endowment house. 

Mr. Rawlins, the Utah delegate, in the 


course of a brilliant speech championing the ° 


bill, replied to Mr. Morse and worsted the 
representative from the Bay State very bad- 
ly. He opposed the amendment proposed 
relative to polygamy as too complex, but 
expressed a periect will.ngness to accept a 
simple amendment suggested by Mr. Podw- 
ers, of Vermont, prvhibiting polygamous 
marriages forever.

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ELECTION LAWS. 


Senators Cullom and Hill Getina Con- 
troversy Over the Repeal Bill. 


Washington, December 12.—The first gun 
of the inevitable parliamentary battie in 
the senate upon the question of the repeal 
of the federal election laws was fired to- 
day, and it came from one of fhe oppo- 
nents of repeal—Senator Cullom, of Illinois, 
Senator Stewart, of Nevada, in a short 
speech, advocated the repeal of the elec- 
tion laws and incidentally gave expression 
to some otf his well KnUWn Views on the 
linancial question. 

‘ne resoiution calling upon the president 
for additional information in the Hawaiian 
matter was laid Over ulti toujorrow mm 
order that Mr. t'rye, of Maine, imignht sub- 
mit some remarks. 

After the mvuruing business Mr. Cullom, 
of illinois, tooK tne fivuor LO Speak on tne 
tederal elections bill. He reviewed the iegal 
questions invoived in tederai supervision of 
ciections, taking the broad view of the con- 
stitutional power of the general government 
to regulate elections for federal ofhiers. If 
is the question, he said, of state rignis and 
State sovereignty as against the power of 
the United States. Shall the elections of 
Senators and representatives in congress be 
Subject alike to the frauds and VULrages 
of the judicial ruftians and ward pulties? 
Shall the mandate of a corrupt Juayge—tue 
order of a Maynard—determine the cuiapiex- 
ion of a legislature which elect8 uw stmaivr 
to this body? Shail the brawn and musvtie 
of a McKane, in detiance of courts und 
laws, control next year tne election of u 
representative in congress, and congress 
mave no power to protect by law the in- 
tegrity of its Own membersnip’ In other 
words, is there to be no power in the hanas 
of congress by which it may niaintain, in 
a degree, the integrity and purity or the 
determination of its own Memoership, or 
must it be ever subject to the rrauus_ 
wrongs which state laws have taited -t5 
prevent? 

Callom Is a Pessimiat. 

“AS a republican, I would much rather 
have such a system of law meant and in- 
tended solely for the proper protection of 
the honest and legitimate voter, even #f 
évery official agency for their enforcement 
shall be of the democratic party. i nuve 


not so lost faith in American citienship as 


to believe that the sworn officers of any po- 
litical party will persistently ignore the re- 
qu rements of wise and just ejection laws. 
Better such a system, by whomsoever it 
may be administered, than to be without 
law and without hindrance to the criminal 
acts of the vicious and depraved class.” 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Cul- 
lom attacked the New York machine. and 
especially Isaac H. Maynard, the defeated 
candidate for judge. 

This brought Senator Hill to his feet and 
a long dialogue was begun. 

“Is the senator aware of the fact.’ asked 
Mr. Hill. ‘‘that the election case to which 
he refers would not have controlled the sen- 
ate of the state of New York?’ 

“If the senator proposed to justify that 
action,’’ sa‘'d Mr. Cullom, ‘“‘by the declara- 
tion that it would not have controlled the 
politics of the New York state senate, I re- 
gard it as not a sufficient question to be 
asked in this case, because if it was a 
crime, whether or not it controlled the sen- 
ate in that state, the senator ought not to 


| justify it, nor should any. other man.”’ 


CHICAGO'S POST OFFICE ROBBED. 
One of the Cashiers Was Sandbagred 


and &7.000 Stolen. 

Chicago, December 12.—Andrew J. Robert- 
son, cashier of the wholesale stamp depart- 
ment in the postoffice in the goverwtncet 
building, was found by R. Zimmerman and 
Miss Marie Jones, two clerks in the mailing 
department, lying on the floor of his office 
in a pool ef blood about 10 o’clock tonight. 

Medical aid was at once summoned and 
when Robertson had sufficiently recovered 
he made a statement saying that about 7:30 
o’clock, while he was engaged in balancing 
his accounts, some one appeared at the win- 
dow and asked him, how he was coming out. 
Robertson replied that he thought he was 
all right. The stranger said that he had 
sent his boy to the postoffice to buy stamps 
during the day and that Robertson had giv- 
en him too many, and that he would re- 
turn them if Robertson would open the door. 

As a private knock, used by the employes 
of the postoffice, was given, the door was 
opened. 

As soon as the robber was inside the office 
he attacked Robertson and a ¢errible con- 
flict ensued. 

Money was scattered all over the office. 
One package of $300, one of $500 and one of 
$800 were found. 

So far the police have no clue to the fob- 
ber. 

The exact amount of money stolen is not 
yet known, but it was said by governmént 
emploves that the sum would reach $7,000.

CAPTURE OF TRAIN ROBBERS. 


Officers Pursue the Robbers Into Dal- 
Ins and Get Them. 


Austin, Tex., December 12.--After being 
on the trail of the Sunday night train rob- 
bers for over thirty hours, the oflicers and 
posse came into the city this morning, hav- 
ing become convinced that the robbers were 
in hiding here. Their surmise was correct, 
for soon after their arrival they succeeded 
in arresting Dick Wallace and Lum Denton. 
A good deal of money and a watch belong- 
ing to a passenger on the train was found 
in Denton's possession. The third robber, 
Bill Bronson, alias Bronas Bill, was found 
in hiding tonight below town. He resisted 
arrest and the officers opened fire on him, 
wounding him: seriously. He was brought 
to the city and put in jail. The fourth rob- 
ber, Burleson, by name, is making his way 
to the west on horseback. Ofticers know of 
his destination, however, and his arrest is 


only a question of a few hours. 
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PASSENGER TRAINS MOVING, 


But No Freights Are Running on the 
Henderson Division. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 12.—(Special.) 
There is but little to be said about the 
strike on the Henderson division, so far as 
Nashville is concerned. Passenger trains 
were running today, but no freight. 8. W. 
Pettibone, general chairman of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, held 
a iengthy conference with the strikers, but 
nbhthing of the proceedings could be learned. 

The officials here do net anticipate a 
spread of the strike to other divis*tons, and 
as a large number of men have been sent 
down on the Henderson division, they ex-

EDGEFIELD MEN FOUGHT If HARD

Governor Tillman Wants It, Though 
and the Bill Passes. 


CITIZEN ASHLEY ASKS A QUESTION 


It Went to the Spot, but the Informa- 
tion Brought Out Did Not De- 
feat the Measure. 


Columbia, S. C., December 12.—(Special.)}— 
This was new county day in the House and 
the bfll to form a new county out of por- 
tions of Abbeville and Edgefield counties 
came up as a special order and was debated 
vigorously. The fght on this question is a 
fierce one. The Abbeville people are de- 
cidedly averse to having the best portion of 
Abbeville lopped off and on the other hand 
the Greenwood people are hotly advocating 
the bill. The debate was a spicy one. Mr. 
Yeldell, of Abbeville, opened the ball for 
the new county, incidentally remarking that 
Governor Tillman was the first man to sign 
the petition. 

Thereupon Frank Gary, of Abbeville, hop- 
ped onto this like a cyclone. He thought 
this an unworthy argument for the gentle- 
man to make. He was a reformer, but not 
a puppet to do the governor's will. It was 
an insult to the intelligence of the members. 
Replying to a printed charge of dishonor- 
able means being used by Abbeville, he de- 
clared that the new county people had 
tried to bargain with him by  of- 
fering to call the new county Mart 
Gary, after his uncle, but he spurned 
the idea of bartering away his vote. They 
had also offered to make him their sena- 
tor if he would vote fo. the Dill, but he 
had declined. He said that the new county 
would take away only seven of the forty- 
four bridges Abbeville had, and would im- 
pose extra burdens that Abbeville’s people 
were not prepared to meet. 

Mr. Duncan, of Newberry, warmly sup- 
ported the new county, saying a good. deal 
about the pluck and enterprise of Green- 
wood, which was hampered by Abbeville’s 
conservatism. Greenwood had the grand- 
est alliance store in the state, and the 
new county would not be an anti-Tillman 
stronghold as has been published. Citizen 
Ashley rather paralgzed the force of Mr. 
Duncan’s argument by asking him if he 
owned any property around Greenwood. 
Mr. Duncan replied that he owned a plan- 
tation of about 400 acres six miles from 
Greenwood. “I don’t blame you then for 
being in favor of it,’’ said the redoubtable 
citizen amid laughter. 

Magill, of Abbeville, opposed the bill and 
declared that it was a ground hog case 
with the country people, as they would 
be politically damned if their project fail- 
ed. The debate was adjourned until the 
night session when it passed its ,second 
reading in the house. 

Messrs. Magill and Hill, of the Abbeville 
delegation, worked and spoke hard agahrst 
it to no effect. The comment here is that: 
Yeldell’s statement in his speech for the 
bill this morning that Governor Tillman 
was the first to sign the petition in its fa- 
vor, did the work. People close to the gov- 
ernor declare confiuently tonight that the 
bill will pass the senate like a flash. When 
Josh Ashly told Duncan this morning that 
he did not blame him for advocating the 
he added sotto voce that he was 
“sorter like the governor, who has a plan- 
tation round there too.’’ Graham and Ker- 
nard, of the Abbeville delegation, voted for 
the bill. 


CANED A ONE-ARMED MAN. 


Constable Gaillard Wilt Be Killed 
Yet if He Stays in Charleston. 
Charleston, S. C., December 12.—(Special.) 
The whisky war here is getting warmer 
and warmer. Today it culminated in an al- 
tercation on King street between Oscar 
Prause, a one-armed ex-confederate sol- 
dier, and Chief Constable Gaillard, of the 
whisky constabulary. Gaillard stopped a 
dray on the street to examine its contents 
for contraband liquors. Prause, who was 
a bystander, spoke to the driver and told 
him he could drive on, as the constable 
had no right to stop him. Constable Gail- 
lard ordered Prause off, and the Jatter 
cursed him, whereupon Gaillard used his 
walking stick on the one-armed man and 
beat him pretty severely. There were no

Today a Female Witness May Make 
Trouble.

The evidence in the Howard case was con- 
tinued this morning by more of the defen- 
dant’s dupes being called, who located him 
as Moore, of London, and Ross and Leger, of 
New York. The London detectives are 
here and one of them has identified the de- 
tendant as Moore. Besides these witnesses 
a woman has just arrived from New York 
who will go on the stand and identify the 
defendant as Joseph Leger. She, perhaps, 
has a beiter right to know him than any 
Witness yer cauUed, because it is averred 
that she traveled with the defendant sever- 
al months as Mrs. Leger. A most elegant 
ana excelient lady Sits ciose beside him uur- 
ing ail of the trial each day, and when he 
meets the lady trom New York a scene may 
be expected. 

Tne evidence -adduced today was very 
damaging, goiig principally to identify him 
as Wiliam Lord s»lvoore, of London. super- 
intenuent ‘Terrell, of the London potice, 
brought with him papers left in the London 
ottice by Moore, aud they have been identi- 
fied by experts as being in the handwriting 
of Wiitliam Lord Moore. ‘Through aii of this 
the defendant remains calm, only occasion- 
aily showing temper. He and Mr. Bullock, 
the prosecuting attorney, are mortal ene- 
mies, they having met previously in almost 
a struggle to the death, and it takes ths 
strong arm of the law and the steaay head 
of the sourt to hold a check upon Howard. 
‘} ne trial will continue three weers, perhaps, 
and as yet only preliminary evidence has 
been introduced by the government. ‘There 
is reason to believe that certain witnesses 
for the defense are being coached. It is 
suid on good authority that the parties are 
meeting at the home of one of the best citi- 


zens of the city every day among a lot of.

AUGUSTA’S BIG DAY. 


Vice President Stevenson and Party Visit 
the Exposition. 


ADLAT MARES A PLEASANT SPEECH 


He Suggests That Georgia Advertise 
Her Resources More Widely. 


A TIP ON RAISING FOOD PRODUCTS 


Cleveland Was That He Could Not At- 
‘tend—Secretary Hoke Smith Talks. 


Augusta, Ga., December 12.—Orators from 
the west, the north and the south, on the 
same platform, expressing the same senti- 
ment of undying loyalty to the union; utter- 
ing words of encouragement for the up- 
building of the nation. Such was the sight 
that greeted thirty thousand visitors at 
the Augusta exposition today. That the 
war is ended, so far as the south is con- 


day could doubt. ‘Yankee Doodle’ awak- 
ened a yell of enthusiasm that could only 
be compared to that which greeted the fond 
strains of “Dixie,’”’ and when President 
Walsh, in introducing Mr. Springer as com- 
ing from Illinois, a state which has given 
te the people and the nation an illustrioug 
name, which we of the south revere and 
honor—the name of Abraham Lincoln— 
there was a burst of applause that wouid 
have put @M&ny a northern audience on its 
mettie to have surpassed. 

Again was there a great wave of ap- 
plause, expressing the people’s approval, 
when Mr. Walsh declared that the time has 
come when, however much we may rejoice 
in our own state and in our own section, 
we muct cxalt ourselves by éhe highest 
patriotism and rejoice in the common herit- 
age of such men as Lincoln and Davis, Lee 
and Grant, Sherman and Stonewall Jack- 
son. 

Such was the feeling that prevailed on 
the occasion of the visit of Vice President 
Stevenson, Secretaries Herbert and Smith, 
and Congressmen Springer of Lllinois, and 
Sperry of Connecticut, to the exposition. 
Never did men experience more generously 
and warmly the far-famed hospitality of the 
southern people than did these distinguished 
guests of Augusta. 

During the morning President Walsh, ac- 
companied by the reception committee, call- 
ed with carriages at the Bon Air hotel for 
_ their guests and drove to the United States 
arsenal, where a salute was fired in honor 
of the vice president. The party then went 
into the city and were escorted through 
densely crowded streets to the exposition 
by a long column of infantry and cavalry. 
After making a tour of the exposition they 
entered music hall, where the formal re- 
ception took place. 
wAs the statesmen mounted the stage there 
was a scene not unlike that in a national 
canvention when sofne prominent man rises 
to speak, or the name of a favorite candi- 
date is. mentioned. People rose from their 
seats, handkerchiefs were waved and men 
shouted themselves hoarse. It was such an 
ovation as is seldom given to any man. 

President Walsh delivered the address of 
welcome and expressed the profound -grati- 
tude of the people of Augusta for the honor 
conferred upon them by the visit of the 
distinguished statesmen, and closed by ex- 
pressing the sentiment that ‘‘We of the 
south rejoice that we are a united and 
prosperous people.” 

The Vice President's Address. 


When Vice President Stevenson rose to 
speak there was a4 repetition of the previous 
ovation, even more prolonged than the first, 
lasting fully two minutes.

He showed what the change of southern 
labor and the financial shock of the war 
had produced until about 188.

He referred to the resent repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act as one 
full of benefits, especially to the people of 
Georgia, and extolled the courage and pa- 
triotism of the president in insisting upon 
the unconditional passage of the bill. He 
spoke of the labor of the south and denied 
that any race problem existed. He warned 
his hearers against those who sought polit- 
ical preferment by discrediting the 1esent 
prosperous condition of the state, and closed 
with the statement that prosperity was 
never won by thé hand or tongue of a pes- 
simist. 

Congressman $pringer was given an in- 
tensely hearty welcome.

Congressman Sperry’s reception was par- 
ticularly gratifying and hearty. His ref- 
erences to Georgia’s rich resources and to 
Mr. Cleveland's financial policy were al- 
ways the occasion of loud applause. 


GETS HIS JOU AGAIN. 


Major Carpenter Appoined as Pension 
Agent for the South. 
Knoxville, Tenn., December 12.—(Special.) 
Major D. A. Carpenter, the newly appointed 
pension agent for the entire south, embrac- 
ing eleven states and disbursing about $7,- 
000.000 annually, will take charge of his 
office the Ist of January. The appointment 
of Major Carpenter has been expected for 
several weeks. Major Carpenter received a 
dispatch yesterday afternoon notifying him 
of his appointment, which he received very 
coolly and without any show of surprise. 
The appointment had been decided upon 
some three months ago and it wes known 
that it would be made, but not exactly 
when. The newspaper reports and dis- 
patches that have been sent out from time 
to time during the past four weeks were 
simply the utterances of uninformed ru- 

mors. 

Major Carpenter held 
during the last half of ClevefMmnd’s first 
administration. While under Harrison all] 
other democratic pension agents were al- 
lowed to resign, Major Carpenter was dis- 
charged. A very dictatorial order car 
to him from Washington and he sent back 
a decidedly lively reply, which concluded 
by Stating that if the government did not 
like the way he transacted his business, it 
had better get some one else.

He became Sheriff of oe 
derson county, which was recently 
the scene of che Coal Creek miners’ war 
and on one occasion at Clinton, when a 
republican horde was about to break up a 
meeting at which a prominent democrat 
was speaking, Major Carpenter stood up 
and defied the whole republican crowd 
Two hundred six shooters were drawn in 
the twinkling of an eye.

Those who are on the democratic side 
step on this side.’ A handful of democrats 
stepped to Carpenter’s side Silently and 
with drawn guns.

The Law and Order People Want to 
Stop That. Fight. 
Jacksonville, Fla., Decemebr 12.—(Special.) 
There is a rumor about town today that 
the few anti-fight people who are still 
to be found here have perfected arrange- 
ments for having James J. Corbett arrested 
when he.appears here next Thursday for 
the purpose of giving an exhibition at the 
opera house. The Law and Order League 
is very reticent in the matter, »ut it is 
alleged that a committee of the league, 
with a well-known lawyer at the head, has 
already had the necessary affidavits and 
other legal papers drawn up, and will have 
an Officer to arrest Corbett when he steps 
from the train. There is absclutely no law 
for any such precedure, the statute simply 
providing for the fining or imprisonment 
of parties convicted of fighting by previous 

appointment. 

In all probability the city ordinance per- 
mitting five-ounce glove costests will be 
passed by the time Corbett reaches here. 
Should the pugilist be arrested, however, 
his friends here will be ready with a writ of 
habeas corpus to secure his immediate re- 
lease.

ON THE BAST COAST. 


Mr. Flagler Is Developing the Indian 
~ River Section of Florida. 


PLENTY OF MONEY WILL BE MADE 


The Country Below St. Augustine Is 
More Beautiful Than the Riviera. 


IT EXCELS IN SPLENDID HOTELS

Thera It Is Always Summer, Vegetation Is 
Tropical, and Life Is Delightful, Es- 
pecially in W inter.

Titusville, Fla., December 12.—(Special.)}- 
For many years Titusville was the southern 
railway terminus of the only line traversing 
the Florida east coast or any portion of 
it. But with the extension of the Jack- 
sonville, St. Augustine and Indian River 
railway to the somh last winter, this city 
lost her position as terminus, and has since 
become the great center of the Idian River 
travel and traffic. It is still the ‘southern 
terminus of the Jacksonville, Tampa and 
Key West railway and the northern termi- 
nus of the steamboat line which connects 
with that system; and these conditions 
make it a sort of half-way house on the 
east coast. Everybody—or nearly every: 
body—stops here going and coming. And 
the people who come and go are numbered 
by the hundreds now where a year or two 
ago they could be counted only by dozens. 

Railroads are great developers. This is 
so strikingly true in Florida that tre re- 
mark is. not a platitude here. And in no 
instance in’'the whole United States does it 
have a better illustration. than on the east 
coast of Florida. Less than eighteen months 
ago the region south of here end much of it 
northward was in. practically the same 
condition that it was in 188. There had 
been some advancement, to be true, but this 
was very, very slow; and a country which 
will eventually be a paradise on earth and 
a fortune maker, for thousands of people 
were actually suffering for transportation 
facilities and threatened with a retrograde 
movement by reason of this very need. 

Less than two years ago the railway 
property of Mr. H. M. Flagler in Florida 
Was comprised in the Tackseryville, St ‘1. 
gustine and Halifax River railway—running 
thirty-six miles southeast from Jackson- 
ville to St. Augustine: about the same dis- 


tance southwesterly from the Ancient City 


to Palatka on the St. Johns river; and 
from the latter citv southeasterly again to 
Ormond on the Halifax river and near the 
Atlantic ocean about fifty miles. In all 
the system was only about 125 miles in 
extent. 

When the whole east coast line is 
completed—as it will be early in January— 
it will span nearly 400 miles of territory, 
following the east coast line of Fierida 
very closely from Ormond southward to 
Lake Worth. Yesterday its scheduled train 
service was begun to Sebastian on the In- 
dian river, nearly seventy-five miles south 
of Rock Ledge. By the end of this week 
the train service will be extended to Fort 
Pierce (about thirty miles), and by the 
“th.that portion of the new line between 
West Palm Beach (on Lake Worth) and 
Jupiter Inlet will be in operation. Work on 
this section was pushed northward from 
Lake Worth in order to meet the southward 
extension, and when the schedule is in 
operation to Fort Pierce the only gap 
urcompleted will be that bhetween the 
inlet and Fort Pierce—only about thirty- 
six miles. That portion, however, is all 
graded and only awaiting the ties and the 
iron. 

As fast as new stations have been open- 
ed, the travei and the traffic have begun 
immediately. Passenger Agent Richardson 
and Freight Agent Jarvis both say that 
this feature of their business has been al. 
most phenomenal. And it only serves *¢ 
prove how badly this east coast country 
needed good transportation and how rapid- 
ly this railroad is developing the country 
all around its line. 

Mr. Flagler has only recently purchased 
the old A. and W. road, being running 
from Blue Spring eastward to the ocean, 
its terminus being New Smyrna, where it 
intersects the tracks of the J., St. A. and I. 
R. rrilway. When the whole system is in 
operate from Jacksonville to Lake Worth 
the east coast line will particularly con- 
trol the traffic of the entire east coast 
country, and it cannot fail to “prosper and 
to make the people of that section prosper- 
ous. 

Mr. Flagler believes in making the people 
his partners, and under this wise policy 
they will prosper as his enterprises pros- 
per. 

The region from St. Augustine southward 


along the coast to the Lake Worth country , 


and even to Bay Biscayne, farther down the 
peninsula, is now known as the American 
Riviera—suggested no doubt by the name 
given to that bow-shaped stretch of 
seacoast between Nice and Spezzia, along 
the Gulf of Genoa. The Riviera of Furope 
has a reputation as wide as the world, but 
it cannot compare in its beauties, its at- 
tractions and its hotels with this American 
Riviera, which Mr. H. M. Fiagler’s money 
and enterprise have made possible. 


AN UNUSUAL COMPLIMENT. 


Dr. Dabney, Recommended by Colone! 


Gets a Good Position. 
December 12.—<(Special.} 
Dr. Charles W. Dabney, president of the 
University of Tennessee, received a_tele- 
gram from Washington today announcing 
his appointment to the position of assistant 
secretary of agriculture. He will accept. 
This is one of the most remarkable ap- 
pointments ever made by a president. Dr. 
Dabney had ‘not applied for the position, 
was rot a candidate, had not writien a let- 
ter to President Cleveland for six years 
and had not sought the position from Mr. 
Morton. The first suggestion to him tnat 
he might become an officer of the govern- 
ment was “vhen he received a letter from 
Secretary Morton last summer offering him 
the position. 

This offer was made on the advice of 
Congressman Livingston, of Georgia, who, 
in the April previous, had written to Dr. 
Dabney telling him that he could have one 
of several scientific offices under the gov- 
ernment. Dr. Dabney’s position as presi- 
dent. of the University of Tennessee is a 
prominent and lucrative one, and he did 
not care to become a seeker after office, anc 
he answered Colonel Livingston to that ef- 
fect. Later came the letter from Secretary 
Merten. To this Dr. Dabney gave no deii- 
nite answer. A few days ago he received 
another letter from the secretary stating 
that he must have a definite answer at 
cnce. Dr. Dabney then laid the matter be- 
fore the trustees of the university and ask- 
ed their advice. They finally advised him 
to accept the offer, but at the same time 
insisting that he should retain his position 
as president of the university, a leave of 
abserce being granted him for the years he 
will remain in Washington. 

Dr. Dabney thanked the trustees for this 
high appreciation, and decided to accept the 
honor offered him from Washington. He 
vrote Secretary Morton to that effect and 
today the announcement of his appoint- 
ment came. He will go to Washington tc 
enter upon his duties as soon as practica-

CAPTAIN DAN PURSE HAS THE GAVEL 


One Member Calls Attention to the Fact

Savannah, Ga., December 12.—The Nation- 
al Farmers’ congress began its annual ses- 
sion here at noon today. Very few dete- 
gates have arrived and when the congress 
assembled less than fifty were present. 
President Smith, of Kansas, is absent, and 
Vice President D. G. Purse, of Georgia, 
presided. Hon. P. W. Meldrim, of Savan- 
nah, in behalf of the governor of Georgia, 
welcomed the delegates to the state. Judge 
C. B. Rounds, of Maine, responded to the 
welcome. 

The address of welcome in behalf of the 
State Agricultural Society was made by J. 
T. Wade, of Georgia, in the absenme of 
President Waddell. Hon. Daniel Needhain; 
president of the New England Agricuitural 
Society, responded to the welcome by the 
agriculturalist. In his address Colonel 
Needham touched upoa various matters, 
One of which was the educational] question. 
The great underlying principle of azgricul- 
ture is knowledge—is the public school. 

The great underlying principle of civiliza- 
tion is universal education.

Dennis Alexander Kills William Backner 
Last Night. 


ALEXANDER 18 SEVENTY-FIVE YEARS OLD 


He Was Watchman at the Clark Univer- 
sity, and Killed Bucknerin Self 
Defense, He Says. 


For twenty years old Dennis Alexander, 
seventy-five years old and gray with age, 
has Kept watch over a tract of land belons- 
ing to Clark’s University, one mile south of 
the city, keeping tresspassers from it, and 
last night had trouble for the tirsi time aud 
shot and killed a negro who insisted upun 
running over the old man’s authority. 

The Killing oceurred late last night, and 
it was not until after midnight that news of 
it wus received at police headquarters. A 
little after 12 o’clock this morning, old Alex- 
ander was brought into police ucadquariers 
by Patroiman c. #. Thompson, wao had 
him locked up on a charge of miurder. 

Tne dead negro was William ibuckner, a 
negro about twenty-five years oid, Who 
lives near the Basi Tennessee shops on 
Simimas street, south of the railroad. He 
is known to Alexander, the watchinan, and 
has been repeatedly ivid, s0 Aleaahder Says, 
tu Keep Oll the UuNivers.ty propertly.

“Hie jumped up and swore he would Kill 
me,’’ Alexander: said. “He was awtuily 
mad and said he wanted to cut my heart 
out. I begged him to go away. 1 told him 
I did not want any trouble with him, and 
tried the best I could to reason with him 
and get him to leave. He would not-listen 
to me. He rushed at me with an ax and 
kept répeating over and over that he in- 
tended to cut my heart out. 

“Tl always carry a gun, as it is necessary 
to protect the property 1 am watching, but 
I diun’t want any trouble and I told Buck- 
ner that I didn’t want to shoot him. I ran 
from him over two hundred yards, but he 
followed, waving his ax and swearing he 
would kill me. I turned around and toid 
him to stop or I would kill him. He drew 
back with his ax to threw itat me and I 
threw up my gun and fired. He dropped 
forward on his ax and I went home and told 
them to go and get him, that I had killed 
him.” 

Alexander made no attempt to leave, re- 
maining quietly at his home. Buckner was 
earried to his home on Simms street and 
Dr. Hawes summoned. He was past medi- 
cal aid, and died in a few minutes. Some 
one went for Officer Thompson and noti- 
fied him of the killing. Thompson found 
Alexander at his home and placed him 
under arrest. 

Alexander was remarkably cool and told 
about the killing in a quiet wav. He is a 
powerfully built negro, and although seven- 
tv-five vears old, is stalwart and strong. 
He is seven feet high and has an intelli- 
gent face. He has the appearance of a 
tvpical slavery negro, and told his story in 
a careful way which impressed the officers 
as being the truth.

The Supporters of Glover and Holland 
Have Campaigned. 


ALLEGED ILLEGAL VOTERS ARRESTED 


Votes Bought by Both fFidesand Whisky 
Free—The Women and Child- 
ren Took an Interest. 


=% 

Mark sta, Ga., December 12.—(Special.)— 
Today’s election was the culmination of 
eight months of the bitterest and most thor- 
ough electioneer’ng that this little city af 
north Georgia tis ever known. Mr. R. 
N. Holland was elected mayor, defeating 
Mayor Glover by a majority of an even hun- 
dred. 

It has been faction against faction, with 
no local issue for a possible division of sen- 
timeat, and the fight has been only the hot- 
ter and harder fought for it. While the 
election has been for mayor and general 
council, it was the contest over the mayoral- 
ty that aroused the best efforts of eaeh fac- 
tion. Men. who had relatives and friends 
on Holland’s ticket voted the straight Glov- 
er ticket, all because the minor candidaies 
were lost sight of. And so with voters that 
had friends on Glover's ticket—thew would 
cast the Holland ticket straight. 

The two candidates for mayor were R. N. 
Holland and T. W. Glover. For ten years

Glover was alderman, and for six years he 
has held the mayor’s office, serving his fel- 
low citizens most satisfactorily, and deserv- 
ng his re-election. His friends claim that 
he has made a good mayor—a better mayor 
than any one else could make, gince he is 
famillar with the details and routine of the 
office. Holland’s admirers and friends sar 
that Glover has held the office until he has 
come to regard it as a birthright, and that 
it were time that he retired in favor of an- 
other man. 

And, on these lines, for the past eight 
months has the canvass been made on both 
sides. The feeling was high—not high 
enough tu be designated bad blood, though 
it amounted almost to that today. 

There has been no stint of money, whisky 
and beer on either side. It is acknowledged 
by Holland men that when the 
campaign was in full bloom that 
there was hardly less that $3,000 in 
their campaign treasury. On the other hand 
one of the most prominent of Glover's 
friends stated to me that he estimated that 
no less than $5,000 or $6,000 had beer spent by 
the two sides together. This would give twe 
Glover people something over $2,000 to get 
rid of in election funds. Especially during 
the past month has feeling pneen intensified. 
Meetings have been he!d every night, and 
whisky and beer poured out by both sides 
with a lavish hand. All-night speeches 
have not been infrequent. The Hollandites 
redoubled their efforts, and, in order to cap- 
ture as much of the negro vote as possible, 
sent to Atlanta for Jac ks on MeHenry, who 
has been keeping the  welkin ringing 
amongst his colored brvuthers here for some- 
time. 

In addition to the fact that whisky has 
been given away on both sides in orde®sto 
keep negro voters in line, the fact was soon 
notorious that votes were being bought by 
both sides. 

As to the whisky, there was plenty of it, 
and of beer, a surfeit. It is a dry town, 
and the beverages had to be imported. In 
three months there has been distributed 
any quantity of the sparkling lager, and 
red-eye was dispensed, not by the drink, but 
by the pint and quart. 

Even the Children Were Interested. 

So deep has intef@st been that th. wo- 
men and children have taken sides. Today 
I heard a little gi-l of twelve years asking 
about the election. She wanted to know 
how long a man had to live in the state and 
county before he could vote. When she was 
asked why she wanted to know, her reply 
was: ‘Well, I just thought I heard a man 
Say thet he hadn't been in Georgia but 
eight months, and I didn’t want him to 
vote illegally.’’ 

At school the children have been divided, 
and many of them nave been wearing badg- 
es, some for Glover and some for Holland, 
and t. g.wives of many voters have exercis- 
ed ove Pnem an infiuence more potent than 
all the pony cocktai!s either side could ob- 
tain. The election today can thus readily 
be seen to have been the end of one of the 
most remarkable municipal campaigns that 
has ever occurred in any state. 

The Day Before the Election. 

On yesteday the town was as fully arous- 
ed as if it had ‘been Christmas eve nicht. 
Within a stone's throw of each other were 
the respective halls of the two .-candidates. 
In one a Glover man held forth to nearly a 
hundred listeners and the audience was not 
allowed to depart, but was kept locked up in 
the hall, to be marched down to the polls 
this morning and voted, one after the other, 
for Mayor Glover's re-election. 

In the hail occupied by Holland’s cg:- 
stituents the scene was fairly duplicated. 
The number of negroes was about 164, and 
they were kept interested unti{ this morn- 
ing also, sleeping on benches, until the 
could be thoroughly awakened and led dow : 
to throw in their ballots in favor of their 
candidate. It is said by members of both 
parties that quantities of fiery spirits were 
put duwn to oso eee the partisan spirits. 

Some Exceedingly Rapid Voting. 

According to the last census of Marietta 
there are 707 voters, black and white, here. 

f this number there are 439 white 9oters 
and 328 negro voters. The largest vote ever 
polled was 585 until today. 

Tne polls opened at 7 o’clock and the vot- 
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ing commenced in a crush, while the air 
was filled with the yells of the two fac- 
tions. By 3 o’clock there had been over four 
hundred votes cast—nearly aS many as 
were polled in an entire day at any pre- 
vious time. First one side would forge 
ahend and then the other. Votes, according 
ra members of both sides, brought no less 
than $4 in the forepart of the fight. 

It soon becaire noised about by the par- 


tisans of the Holland faction that the Glov- 


erites were coming down like the wolf on 
the fold and that they intended 4o vote 125 
negroes from Tennessee. Judge Gober was 
informed of this, and immediately  too« 
sieps to prevent any illegal voting. He in- 
structed the sheriff to deputize some men 
to aid him and to arrest all men that at- 
‘tempted to put in an illegal vote. 

Mr. J. B. Glover assured the judge that 
there should not be an illegal vote cast for 
his brother, but the deputies were ap- 
pointed. ry 
Arrests Create Differences of Opinion. 


The Holland supporters claimed that their 
man was ahead at 12 o'clock, when a party 
of voters nearly a hundred strong came to- 
wards the polls. They were in the care of 
Glover men. Hardly had they commenced 
to vote when several werg placed under ar- 
rest. Two of the thirteen arrested were 
charged with rioting, and the other eleven 
were charged with illegal voting. At this 
the voting became lighter. 


The Glover faction claims that it was a | 


plain case of intimidation on the part of 
Holf d's partisans, and that men who were 
read, nd had a right to vote were fright- 
ened away because they feared arrest. They 


also claim that some of the men were ar-, 


rested before they had a chance to vote, as 
the deputies were Holland men; and also 
that it was some time before any bond could 
be secured. 

On the other hand the Hollandites declare 
that it was an attempt on the part of Glov- 
er’s supporters to ring in a lot of outsiders 
—illegal voters—on them, which they would 
not permit. 

In the meantime whisky and beer played 
an important part with both sides. Just 
after the arrest of the thirteen men fol- 
land stock went up and the price of votes 
apidly declined until they could. be pur- 
chased at $5 apiece. This was because the 
Holland men thought themselves safe by a 
hundred majority; with nearly seven hun- 
dred votes polled. 

Mayor Glover Believes 
feated. 

Just after 5 o’clock, soom after the brass 
band hired by Holland’s side had ceased to 
play from sheer exhaustion and the shouts 
were lessening from both sides, I spoke to 
Mayor Glover. He said that he thought that 
it was extremely possible that Holland 
would beat him. Holland said he was con- 
fident of success. 

At 5:30 o'clock there 
polled, Holland leading. 

When the polls closed at @ o’clock there 
had beén 756 votes cast. ‘The supporters of 
both Holland and Glover hung about the 
window of the polls waiting for the count 
to finish. ‘The managers were Campbell 
Wallace, Jr., A. ‘M. Dobbs and B. R. Legg, 
and they made quick work. The result was 
announced at $ o'clock, and the court show- 
ed Holland the winner with 428 votes to his 
credit, while Glover had 328—a majority of 
100, even, for Holland. 

At this news the Holland constituency 
proceeded to act worse than Princeton stu- 
dents after the Thanksgiving game with 
Yale, and the public square is a scene of 
uproarous rejoicing at 10 o’clock. 

Mayor Glover Will Contest. 


As. soon as the result of the election was 
read out Mayor Glover filed a contest on 
two grounds. The tirst set forth intimida- 
tion of voters, and the second ground was 
that of subversion of voters. 

Holland’s supporters say’ that a careful 
census just before the election revealed just 
767 voters, and that all but eleven of these 
voted, and that the eleven goes for nothing 
against a hundred majority. Glover men 
intimate that all of Holland's votes are not 
to the good, and that a fair, square vote, 
which they claim they did not get, would 
change things. 

Something About the Mayor Elect. 

The mayor-elect of Marieita is a promi- 
nent lawyer oi this town, coming here in 
iss4. tie was born in South Carolina, and 
is virtually a self-educated man, and seif- 
made for that. He went to the University of 
Georgia, after teaching to secure the mon- 
ey, and afterwards took a law course at 
Cumberland university. He married in 15891 

Miss Tate, the sister of Hon. Carter 
Tate. . 

Mayor-elect Holland will assume control 
of the city affairs on the ist of January, 
unless Mayor Glover’s contest holds good.

Was Nancy Parish Murdered or Killed 
by a Passing Train? 


TURNED FROM EVERY DOOR AT NIGHT 


Wandered from House to House 
No One Has Been Found to Ex- 
Plain Her Death.

Ringgold, Ga., December 12.—(Special.)— 
This morning at an early hour, near Grays- 
ville, a horrible discovery was made. Ly- 
ing at the south switch was the dead body 
of a young woman who at one time haa 
been quite pretty. She was identified as 
Nancy Parish. On her head were three 
wounds, two of which had been made by @ 
sharp instrument. The third, which caused 
her death, was deeper than the others, and 
might have. been made by a dull hatchet or 
the pilot of an engine. As to her death there 
is a decided diversity of opinion. Some peo- 
ple think she was murdered while others are 
equally as certain that she was killed by a 
train, The young woman had been staying 
at the home of Jim Scroggins. ‘Last night 
there was some misunderstanding between 
Mr. Scroggins and herself and she tc her 
departure from there. It is said tha she 
made application at the home of several iti- 
zens to stay all night, but in each instance 
she was refused. T. J. McCrary, who is 
employed as a cooper by the Graysville 
Mining and Manufacturing Company, says 
he left the cooper shop Monday night about 
9:30 o’clock for home. Just before reaching 
there he met Nancy Parish and asked ‘her 
where she was going. She replied by say- 
ing she wanted to see her fellow, and re- 
quested McCrary to help her across the 
railroad bridge.

In a recent New England novel, enti- 
thed “Out of Step,” the principal char- 
acter, Salome Gerry, is made the y. 
tim of heredity and climate. 

The girl in her New England home 
Was prim and severely conscientious. 
[ll health caused her to spend a winter 
in Florida and there she became morally 
enervated. Her conscience became a 
back number and she basked in the sun- 
Shine..with a sensuous delight that 
frightened her mother. Salome’s moral 
nature dissolved under the rays of a 
tropical sun, and she committed a for- 
gery to help her father, and took a young 
man from his best girl and married him. 
Her mother charged all the blame to 
the Florida climate and to the fact that 
Salome had a grandfather who was born 
in the West Indies; where morals and 
ciothes are comfortably thin and loose. 

Returning to New England, the young 
woman picked up her conscience again, 
and if she made an oceasional break her 
mother and husband agreed that it was 
simply an outcropping of the West In- 
dian grandfather. When urged to try 
Vather winter in Florida to save her 
life, she. said: 

I’ve made up my mind to stay in the north 
because, perhaps, in time in the north I 
could cultivate a conscience, and sO do a 
thing because it is right. I’ve found out this 
summer for sure that when the weather is 
so divinely hot I’m more of a pagan than 
It’s just as if there were 
something coiled up in me that is my real, 
genuine self, as'de from all my bringing up, 
you know. In the south this something 
moves, and moves, and then uncoils and 
comes to a beautiful life and takes posses- 
sion of me; and [ drink in all the beauty 
of that wonderful country: where 
there isn't any snow and the. sun 
gets into my blood, and I know this world 
is all there is—this magnificent, seductive 
world that smiles at me, and beckons me 
and ‘ntoxicates me. 

Sle made a heroic effort to restore her 
New England morality and conscience 
by staying in a cold climate where she 
could freeze the last remnant of her 
West Indian grandfather out of her and 
as might have been expected she per- 
ished in the attempt. 

We care very little about this novel's 
heredity feature, but we protest 
against the slander upon our climate. 
We do not propose to draw any inyid- 
ious comparisons, but we would respect- 
fully remind the author of this remarka- 
ble story that the New England con- 
science is not very much in evidence 
these days. Some thoughtful observers 
maintain that it took to the woods at 
the outbreak of the civil war and. has 
hot yet resumed business at the old 
Stand. This New England writer is 
misled by what she has heard and read 
of the life of forty years ago in her see- 
tion. Travel and observation would 
open her eyes, and she would see in the 
Warn south the land of orthodox § reli- 
gion, rigid Sunday = laws, temper- 
ance and  prohibition—a land = of 
Old-fashioned = propriety where — the 
Salome of her book has no counterpart. 
It is only the rankest ignoranee that 
would bound conscience and morality 
by geographical lines and | climatic in- 
fuences. The inhabitants of eold re- 
gions are not more conscientious and 
moral than their fellow citizens in south- 
ern Jands. Did not Bayard Taylor say 
that he found morals more lax in Swed- 
en than in warmer ccuntries? 

The title of the story, “Out of Step,” 
fitly describes its author. She should 
get back into the procession of matter-of- 
fact, common-sense people.

“But the chief advantage to tax pavers," 
continued Mr. Neel, ‘‘will be found in the 
economy of time in jury trials. A great 
deal of time has been lost in requiring the 
plaintiff to prove every ifem and allegation 
in his complaint, although the defendant 
really intended to rest his defense on the 
denial of only one, or a very few, of such 
allegations. For instance, if the suit was 
brought on an account of a dozen items, 
the defendant, under former procedure, 
could, by having his lawyer’s name marked 
on the docket, require plaintiff to prove 
every item by testimony, although he really 
intended to deny, and did in fact deny, 
but one item when put on the stand to tes- 
tify for himself. The same thing is true 
of damage suits and suits on policies of in- 
surance. Sometimes days have been con- 
sumed in making proofs when one hour 
would have sufficed if the opposing party 
had been compelled in his pleadings to 
nrake specific admissions or denials. 1 can 
see no good reason why litigants should 
not be compelled to openly and boldly define 
in their pleadings the positions taken to- 
wards each other. 

“Nor can I see any good reason in run- 
ning courts at heavy expense for parties 
to experiment with each other in testing 
the ability of an adversary to prove mat- 
ters which the opposite party knows are 
true and will admit when put upon the 
stand. it is estimated that our superior 
courts, with juries, cost from $150 to $200 
per day when in session, which is from 
$18 to $25 per hour. Certainly time is money 
here. 

“Now, I claim that under this new law 
about one-fourth of the time of jury trials 
may be saved. If only 10 per cent is saved, 
this will probably amount to $100,000 saved 
annually to the tax payers of Georgia, as 
I have no doubt the courts of the 137 coun- 
ties of this state cost the people over 91,000,< 
000 per annum. I believe the law is a good 
one and will give satisfaction.”

The Tweifth Man Having Been Found 
for the Jury, 


THE WITNESSES «ARR CALLED 


The Story of the Killing of McBride 
Told By the Witnesses, 


THE WEAPONS EXHIBITED 70. THE JURY 


The Incidents of the Day as They Devel- 


oped—Great Interest\ Taken in the 


Trial by Meehan’s Friends, 


After a lot of discussion over two tales- 
men, the twelfth juror in the Meehan case 
Was selected yesterday morning, and before 
noon the state began the examination of 
its witnesses. 

A number of prospective jurors had been 
disqualified when Mr. Steve Grady was ac- 
cepted by both sides. The state, however, 
made some discovery which led them to 
place Mr. Grady on trial. Mr. J. E. Robin- 
son, assisting the soligitor, stated that he 
had known that upon one occasion, to say 
the least, Mr. Grady had stated he was 
opposed to capital punishment. It was also 
brought out that Mr. Grady had visited 
Meehan several times and had stated that 
his opinion was made up; though it was 
subject to any evidence that might be in- 
troduced at the trial, since he had derived it 
from reading the newspaper reports on the 
occurrence. 

Judge Clark, whereupon, disqualified Mr. 
Grady. 

The next witness to cause something like 
a tiff between the state, the judge and the 
defense, was Mr. John Zimmérman. He 
insisted that he had formed an opinign, but 
apparentiy misunderstood the question put 
at him, which required information only on 
the score as to whether or not he had ex- 
pressed or formed an opinion from seeing 
the deed committed or hearing the testi- 
mony delivered under oath. Judge Clark 
insisted that the talesman didn’t know what 
he was answering, and finally Mr. Zim- 
merman stated that he had not formed nor 
expressed an opinion under such circum- 
stances. He also qualified further to the 
effect that his opinion already formed from 
having read the newspapers might be over- 
come by the testimony that would be given 
under oath. 

Judge Dorsey objected for the defense 
after the state had accepted Mr. Zimmer- 
man. Judge Dorsey said that it was clearly 
a case where an opinion had to be over- 
rome, and that the burden of doing this 
ought not to be placed on either the state 
or the defense. He declared that the juror 
was thus hardly impartial and thought that 
the judge should so hold. In answer to a 
question of Judge Clark’s the talesman 
said that his opinion was not so fixed but 
that it might be readily overcome by the 
evidence. Solicitor Hill asked for a few 
minutes leave of absence and when he re- 
turned the defense stated that the ruling 
of Judge Clark in the Grady matter ought 
to be a precedent in this instance. Judge 
Dorsey’s motion to set the juror aside was 
overruled and the defense asked to put him 
on trial. Judge Clark agreed to this but 
Solicitor Hill refused to accede. On a con- 
sultation the state announced that while it 
did not think the defense should be allowed 
to question the juror, that it was willing 
for the juror to be set aside for cause. 

Judge Clark Announces Himself. 

“Mr. Hill,”” said Judge Clark. speaking 
slowly and regarding the solicitor general 
in no pleasant manner through his spee- 
tacles, “I am judge and you are solicitor. 
This matter must take the course it has al- 
ready pursued. Go on with the trial, Judga 
Dorsey.’’ 

“Your Honor,” interpolated Attorney 
Reid, “‘while we have agreed to set aside 
the juror for cause we are not willing that 
he should be questioned by the d*fense.”’ 

Judge Clark overruled this point of view 
and bowed for the defense to proceed with 
the questioning. Judge Dorsey stated that 
he desired to make another motion, and 
that it was to set aside the juror for 
cause, since the state’s attorneys had been 
unanimous upon that point. 

“Let the juror be set aside,” said Judge 
Clark, 

Ready for the Trial. 

Several talesmen were excused and. the 
‘last man of the last panel, Thomas O. R. 
Lanier, was accepted by both the state and 
defense as the twelft juror. The. jurors 
then filed in from the juryroom and the in- 
dictment was read by the solicitor, MeeMfan 
entering a plea of not guilty. 

The state called its witnesses and an- 
nounced ready to proceed. The defense 
called none and the solicitor wanted to be 
informed on this score. Judge Dersey 
stated that the wisnesses for the defense 
were females and that they would not come 
to the courthouse until sent for. The 
pistols and the dirk taken from Meehan 
after the killing McBride were then 
brought into the courtroom by the solicitor. 

Permission was asked by the state to 
allow—all the witnesses having been placed 
under the rule—-the brother of the deceased, 
Robert McBride, to remain in the court- 
room and hear the testimony of the other 
witnesses. The. defense agreed to this. pro- 
viding that the brother testified first. Judge 
Clark decided that he might remain in the 
courtroom, even if he did not testify first, 
the defense objecting. 


of 


Undertaker W. H. Patterson Testifies, 

The first witness called by the state was 
Mr. H. M. Patterson, undertaker, who took 
charve of Robert Melride’s body Soon 
after the killing. He testified that he had 
been in business in Atlanta for thirteen 
years. He saw McBride at the union depot, 
Iving in front of the main entrance, still 
alive but unconscious. He was then carried 
on a litter to 16 Loyd. street. which is wit- 
ness’s place of business. McBride died be- 
jo’e they started with him. 

In answer to questions, on the direct ex- 
amination, the substance of Mr. Patter- 
s0n Ss testimony was as follows: 

“I prepared the body for 
roticed two wounds. One ball seemed to 
have entered the right cheek and lodged 
just under the skin on the left ehe ek, There 
was a wound in the neck, the jugular vein 
being cut in two by a second ball. As far 
as we probed, the bullet lodged on the neck 
bone. I think that death was produced 
by the shots. I judged that death was 
caused by a bullet. I didn’t see Meehan at 
all. 

“I think that it !s likely that these could 
have produced the wounds,” said tue wit- 
ness, on being handed the pistols taken 
from Meehan. The witness continued: 
se killing occurred on Thurs- 
the I4th of August be- 
tween 2 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
nearer » o'clock, according to my best be- 
lief and opinion. I found no weapon on the 
cdead man.”’ 

Mr. @utterson Cross-Examined. 

“MeBride looked to be about five feet 
nine inches tall; weight about 1¢0 pounds, 
and was, to the best of iny recollections, 
forty-two years old. I think that Me Bride’s 
brother overtook us while we were on the 
way to my office with his brother's body’. 
I don’t know whether Mr. McBride had 
seen the deceased or not before the killing. 
There were about 1,009 or 1,500 people about 
the depot when I left. McBride was lying 
in front of the main entrance of the depot 
with his feet towards the Kimball house. 
his left side towards the west side of the 
door. His head was near the stepping 
stone of the entrance nearest the Kim- 
ball.’’ 

Witness was then called down.

The second shot 
was fired immediately, but I think that it 
missed, as I saw the dust fly from the 
depot wall. The third shot was fired when 
McBride was half way down. Meehan put 
the pistols in his coat pocket—he wore a 
sack coat—and walked up and down. I 
didn’t hear him say anything until he was 
He walked ‘through the parcel 
room entrance and through-the gate under 
the depot. This entrance is towards the 
Markham house. I followed Meehan and 
was near him when Officer Jordan, I think 
it was, arrested him. I don’t know whether 
McBride had a weapon or not. He was 
standing outside on the -sidewalk.” 

Cross-Exumination of Mr. Thomas. 

Upon being cross-examined, Mr. Thomas 
said: 

“I was inside the carshed, looking out. 
I did not observe the people until the shot. 
I do 
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to McBride or of McBride as to Meehan 
before the first shot wus fired. The shots 
were fired in‘rapid succession. I heard no 
words, and the first thing that attracted 
my attention was the shots. I saw Mr. 
Reid there. I don’t know whether Reid 
and McBride were talking or not. I[ don’t 
know who reached McBride first. He fell 
with his head to my feet. | followed 
Meehan. I saw Meehan go towards the 
policeman and meet him.”’ 

On re-direct examination he said: 

“IT saw no weapon on McBride, nor did 
I see any one take a weapon from him.” 

Mr. Thomas was recrossed and said that 
Meehan had remarked to the officer that he 
was the man that did the shooting. 

The Testimony of Mr. Cc. &. Reid. 

Mr. Reid said that he was talking to Mr. 
McBride, as he knew him slightly. when 
his attention was attracted by the firing 
of a pistol, which sounded like the popping 
of a paper bag. 

That immediately «.fter the second shot he 
was hit in the shoulder, the bullet scratch- 
ing him. Thought McBride had an umbre!l- 
la, fut wasn’t positive. Knew that he 
didn’t have any other weapon of offense or 
defense visible. 

On the cross examinat‘on Mr. Refd stated 
that as soon as he discovered that it 
was a gun instead of some one popping a 
bag, he decamped hurrriedly and failed to 
see anything else. He went towards the 
Kimball house. He said that he had met 
McBride, deceased, that morning in his of- 
fice. That McBPride’s brother had passed 
them while they were standing in the de- 
pot entrance and spoke to Robert Mcbride. 

At this point the testimony of Mr. Reid 
differed from that of Mr. Thomas. Mr. 
teid iterated and reiterated that Meehan 
was standing just inside the entrance to 
the depot, on the stepping stone. (This po- 
Sition places Meehan directly in McBride's 
rear and would necess‘tate a half turn on 
the part of the deceased in order that the 
ball might enter from one side.) Mr. Reid 
was rigidly cross-examined on this point, 
and said that he was positive that if Mr. 
Meehan had been outside of the depot and 
in front of the entrance he would have seen 
him. He tapered.off on a further cross and 
said that it was h’‘s opinion that Meehan 
was not outside the entrance. 

With Mr. Reid still on the stand, court 
adjourned until 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The Afternoon Session. 

It was a little after 2 o’clock when the 
sheriff rapped for order as Judge Clarke 
took his seat for the evening session. The 
large crowd which had filled the courtroom 
and gallery during the morning was some- 
what thinned out, but standing room was 
still at a premium. The cross questioning 
of Mr. C. S. Reid was continued. 

“What time did the shooting occur?” ask- 
ed Judge Dorsey. The witness stated that 
aS near as he could remember it was about 
half-past 4 o’clock. Mr. Reid aiso stated in 
reply to a question that he thought Me- 

‘ride expected to meet some one and went 
to the carshed for that purpose. Said that 
he hud known the deceased about two 
months before h‘s death; that he was a 
medium sized man, weighed ubout one hun- 
dred and sixty pounds and was forty-five 
years old. 

Arrested Meehan. 

The next witness to mount the stand was 
Patrolman J. W. Jordan, who testified in 
substance that he was on duty at the car- 
shed the day of the killing; saw McBride 
standing there, and thought he saw: Mee- 
han in front of the carshed with both hands 
in his pocket; that he lost sight of Meehan 
for a while. Ina few seconds witness heard 
three pstol shots fired in quick succession 
just as the West Point passenger train was 
coming in. He saw a man running across 
the street and gave chase; caught the man, 
but soon learned that it was the wrong fel- 
low. “Then,” continued -the patrolman, 
“‘some one pointed out Meehan as the man. I 
found him on the inside of the carshed, just 
opposite the ladies waiting room. He was 
walking up and down the railroad track 
and seemed to be taking ‘t cooly. After I 
ariested him he was taken in Durand’s res- 
taurant and two pistols ‘vere taken from 
the side pockets of his sack coat.’’ 

“Are these the pistols?’’ asked 
Hill. 

The patrolman said that they looked like 
the same. 

Continuing, Mr. Jordan said: “I did not 
see Mcbride with anything in the shape of 
a weapon. F’rom what I could observe the 
first shot struck him in the neck, severing 
the jugular vein, the second hit him in the 
face, Just below the eye and the third miss- 
ed him. 

*‘I do not Know how far Meehan was from 
McBride when the shooting took place,. but 
when I came up to arrest Meehan there was 
blood on his face and collar, for he asked 
me to let him go to some place and wash it 
off.”’ 

On cross-examination witness 
that he had noticed some men 
standing on the sidewalk before the car- 
Shed, but couldn’t say definitely whether 
or not he recognized Meehan in the crowd;

Moss will be remembered as one Of @ 
party that robbed a postotfice in Jackson 
county several months ago. lie.was given 
a preliminary trial before Commissioner 
O. C. Fuller, and at that time made a 
very laughable defense. He stated that he 
was not the man who robbed the postoffice, 
and that while the other members of the 
gang entered and took possession of the 
spoils, he Guietly remained on the outside 
of the building. . 

As a contradiction, however, to this ill- 
advised. plea of innocence, a lot of the. 
plunder, including stamps, gold watches 
and other valuable merchandise, was found 
on his person. 

He was unable to account for his posses- 
and, in default 
of a full and satisfactory explanation, he 
was committed to jail to await a final hear- 
ing before his honor, Judge Newman.. 

The evidence in the trial yesterday was 
substantially the same as that produced in 
the preliminary hearing. The prisoner de- 
nied having entered the postoffice, but was 
still unable to account for the possession 


' of the property. 


In view of his inability to meet the re- 
quirement of the law the jury had no al- 
ternative but to bring.in a verdict of guilty, 
and the prisoner was thereupon sentenced 
to three years of hard labor in the Ohio 


penitentiary.

PHENOMENALLY DULL 
At Times Nothing Bat the Voice of the 
Stock Ticker Was Heard. 


LEAD PREFERRED AND TOBACCO ADVANCE 


The Close Was at Near the Highest of 
the Day—W heat Went Off a Fraction 
and Cotton Advanced Slightly. 


NEW YORK, December 12.—It was a phe- 
momenally dull day on the stock exchange, 
and there were periods of complete stagna- 
tion during which absolutely no business 
Was transacted. The result is that the to- 
tal sales of the day do not aggregate more 
than on a brisk market would be made in 
& single hour, yet with all that there was 
a firm undertone to the dealings, and 
changes of the day, thought slight, are gen- 
erally in the advance column. At the open- 
ing a firm tone prevailed and some moder- 
ate buying orders in the arbitrage special- 
ties came in from London, which, together 
with advices of a better London market for 
American securities, helped the sluggish up- 
ward movement. Tne rise was merely frac- 
tional, except for Lead preferred and Tobac- 
co, Which sold up 1 per cent, and except in 
these two sharcs the improvement was 
quickly lost. Before 11 o’clock anothe2rzad- 
vance had been recorded, Tobacco and Lead 
preferred making additional gains of 1 per 
cent. General Electric_and Colorado Coal 
and Iron also advanced 1 per cent, and the 
general list %@*% per cent. Then came one 
of the stagnant periods, during which the 
voice. of the stock ticker was heard at but 
rare intervals, but towards noon there was 
some activity in the selling, Lead preferred 
losing ail the early improvement, Tobacco 
and Consolidated Gas receding each 1 _per 
cent, and Evansville and Terre Haute, 
which put out a very poor annual statement 
yesterday, selling off 3% per cent. National 
Linseed, on the contrary, was strong, and 
advanced 2% per cent. During the early 
part of the afternoon the transactions and 
fluctuations were unimportant, except in 
one or two instances, notably New England, 
which fell off 1% per cent on liquidation of 
a, pool, which had bought the stock for 
election purposes and needed it no longer, 
and Tobacco took a jump of 2% per cent. 
Before 2 o’cleck a fractional reaction set 
in and the speculation was heavy until the 
last half hour, when the trading became 
firmer than at any other time during the 
day, an upward movement developing, 
which was held to the close, the final prices 
being, in many cases, at the highest of the 
day, leading advances compared with the 
final sales of fhe year being: 

Tobacco, 444; Rubber, 3; National Linseed, 
234; Sarees preferred, 14%, and General 
Electric, 1. 

The general list closed at an advance of 
1.@% per cent, the notable exceptions being 
Evansville and Terre Haute, which is down 
3%: St. Paul and Duluth preferred, 2; Pull- 
man, 2, and Consolidated Gas, 1 per cent.

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MONEY FOR THE BELL 


The Telegram Considered by Mayor 
Goodwin Yesterday. 


NO MONEY FOR STREET IMPROVEMENTS 


The Tr-asury Is Empty, and “Two Ordi- 
nances Were Vetoed—The Chamber of 
Commerce WillActon the Telegram. 


Atlanta will no doubt pay her share of 


the debt that is now hanging over the lib- | 


erty bell. 

This debt, in the aggregate, amounts to 
something in the neighborhood of $2,000, 
but the chairman of the committee in 
charge of raising the fund, proposes to 
parcel it out among the leading cities of 
the country. 

The obligation to pay her share of the 
amount is thus entailed upon Atlanta by 
her own prominence. It seems to be one 
of those inevitable consequences which ac- 
crue from being great in the eyes of the 
world. 

The amount assessed to Atlanta by this 
committee, of which Mr. W. O. McDoweil 
is the chairman, is only $4, and it seems 
that this amount can be raised with only 
slight difficulty. 

Here Is the Telegram. 

The telegzram, which appeared in yester- 
day’s Constitution, addressed to Mayor 
Goodwin, is given below for the benefit of 
those who may seek additional information: 

“New York, Mayor Goodwin: The Co- 
lumbian Liberty bell is still $2,000 in debt, 
equal to M0 to each principal city in the 
United States. Will you secure this amount 
from citizens or. request your board of 
trade to act in the matter? Doubtless every 
liberty lover will be pleased to have the 
great bell ring Christmas eve Columbia 
year out of debt. This message and your 
answer free by courtesy of Postal Tele- 
graph Cable Company. 

“WILLIAM O. McDOWELL, 
‘‘Chairmgn.” 

This tclegram was received by Mayor 
Gocdwin night before last, and on being 
interview in regard to the matter he stated 
that he would take immediate action in re- 
gard to the raising of the sum of money 
needed. 

Mayor Goodwin Talks. 

Mayor Goodwin was seen last night in 
regard to the steps which he had taken and 
the progress to be reported in getting up 
the money. 

‘“‘My first thought,’”’ said the mayor, “on 
receiving the telegram was to refer it to 
the city comptroller. On later reflection, 
however, I decifled the matter was not prop- 
erly a municipal affair, and my next de- 
cision was to refer it to the president of 
the Chamber of Commerce and the presi- 
dent of Atlanta’s Commercial Club. The 
matter accordingly will take that direc- 
tion.’’ 

As to what disposition these two organi- 
zations will make of the telegram is not 
as vet Known. It is thought, however, in 
view of t’ small amount that Atlanta’s 
assessment will be, it will be accepted and 
the amount very cheerfully voted. 

Two Ordinances Vetoed. 

Two ordinances for street paving on Jones 
avenue and Hilliard street were vetoed by 
Mayor Goodwin vesterday. 

They were acted upon 
several months ago, but the. aldermanic 
board failed to acquiesce in the action of 
the council unrfil the last session, when a 
majority was found to be in favor of the 
street improvement. 

The cost of the paving 
within the prescribed limits, on Jones, be- 
tween Elliott and Gray, and on Hilliard, 
between ‘Tar 2.er street and Auburn avenue, 
was estimated to be in the close —— 
hood of $8,000. 

When the matter was brought to the. at- 
tention of Mayor Goodwin he refused to 
give his endorsement on account of the 
depleted condition of the treasury, and his 
veto was accordingly entered. 

“The improvement,’ said Zhe 
assigning the reason for his action, ‘‘may 
be. necessary, but the condition of the 
treasury at this time is nok such as to 
warrant the expenditure. We can make no 
improvements of this kind without money.” 

The matter will have to come up again 
and will likely be reconsidered next year.

The Wife Relented, and Peace and Hap- 
pases Fsllowed—They Will Proba- 
bly Return to New York at Once.

Barnet Gittleson, the little ladies’ tailor, 
ended his domestic sorrows very much like 
they do in plays, and the flag of battle 
was hauled down by both himself and wife 
yesterday afternoon. Presumably peace 
and happiness will ensue in the hitherto 
thorny lives of the little New Yorker ana 
his active, black eyed little wife. 

Gittleson was released from jail yester- 
day afternoon as a signal of the cessation 
. of hostilities. He wrote his name to a 
bond of three hundred dollars and left the 
prison with a warm smile, leaning on the 
arm of his pretty wife. The bond is worth- 
less if Gittleson and wife oy to 
regard it so. It is only the legal procedure 
attendant upon his release upon his own 
recognizance. 

Gittleson was sadly emaciated and weak 
when he left the jail yesterday atternoon. 
His eyes were dull. and sunken, and dark 
rims surrounded them. His face was pallid 
and shrunken, and he was totally unlike 
the chipper, bright-faced young fellow that 
he was when his troubles began two months 
BzZ0. 

Gittleson has eaten 
confinement in the jail. He refused all jail 
food and his sole diet was a, little sweet 
milk sent him by friends outside. This ab- 
Stirence from focd told on him, and if he 
had been kept in jail a few days longer 
he would have been taken to his bed. 

Since his last confinement his wife, who 
came all the way :rom New York to hunt 
him down and punish him for deserting her 
for other smiles, relented a little, and pbe- 
gan to listen to the pleas of Gittleson’s 
frierds, who tried to induce her to let up 
on him altogether. These Hebrew friends 
at first had little or no eect upon the self- 
willed litthe woman, but slowly her mind 
was changed and her woman's heart soft- 
ened. It occurred to her that his four ar- 
rests had been sufficient and probably he 
was penitent now. 

She called on him at the jail and talked 
the matter over with him in a compromis- 
ing spirit. Gittleson was ready, even anx- 
fous, to make terms and he admitied his 
regret at what had passed. He promised to 
be a dutiful husband in the future if Mrs: 
Gittleson would only haul down her flag of 
Wwartare. 

An -amicable. and 
Was reached and steps 
begun to have the case 
husband restored to his wife and child. 
With Mrs. Gittleson in a peaceful fraine 
of mind, there was little trouble in securing 
Official consent to this arrangement, and 
yesterday afternoon Mrs. Gittleson and sey- 
eral friends of her race repaired to the 
jail and received the contrite husband into 
her arms. 

The denoument’ was highly gratifying to 
all concerned, especially the bright. little 
daughter of the reunited pair, who received 
the res<oration of peace with many and 
Sincre demonstrations of genuine joy. 

It is said that Gittleson and his wife will 
return to New York at once. He once did 
a thriving business there, and was quite a 
swell. He wus a high roller for quite a 
while after coming here, but the advent of 
Mrs. Gittleson and the arrests that fol- 
lowed have played sad havoc with his busi- 
ness.

An Old Citizen of Atlanta Passes to 
Hiis Final Rest. 

Mr. W. T. Farnsworth, one of-the oldest 
citizens of Atlanta, and for more than 
twenty years after the war actively iden- 
tifed with her development, died at the 
Grady hospital at an early hour yesterday 
morning.

Marsh, but which was then erected for the 
firm of Moore & Marsh, one of the oldest 
mercantile establishments in the city. 

In addition to these, numerous other pub- 
jic buildings were erected by Mr. Farns- 
worth. It is not saving too much of this 
£00d man, who is now beyond the reach 
of all eulogy, that he never disregarded 
his word, and always adhered with strict 
undeviating fidelity to the terms of his 
efreement, no matter what he assumed 
beyond the foresight of ealeulations. Hi 
was never tempted to substitute bad ma- 
terial for good, nor to do anything that 
was not in keeping with his dignitv and 
honor as a man. In this respect his virtue 
was that of a noble Roman, and for such. 
wherever he was known, he was loved and 
,admired by his fellowmen.

Which made him a useful and honored 
citizen, was an upright and loyal member 
of the church. He spent much of his time 
in religious work. and for a number of 
years was connected with the Sunday 
school of Merritts avenue church.

"A VERY THIN HOUSE. 


The Legislature May Adjoarn Today 
for Lack of a Quorum. 


CLERK'S DESK CROWDED WITH BILLS 


A Busy Session Yesterday—The Seduc- 
tion Law Bill Finally Goes Through, 
A Lot of Other Measures Passed. 


Will there be a quorum in the house to- 
morrow ? 

That is a question that may possibly be 
answered in the hegative when the roil is 
called and the bare contingency is exceed- 
ingly interesting from every standpoint. 

Time and again in yesterday’s session 
business was interrupted and the disposal 
of the huge mass of bills on the clerk’s 
desk brought to a temporary standstill by 
the failure of the roll call to develop a 
quorum of the members. The doorkeeper 
and porters were in fact nept busy all day 
long drumming in absentees from the com- 
mittee rooms and corridors. 

At the adjournment Speaker Atkinson ex- 
pressed the lively fear thaf on the following 
day—the last of the session—there would 
not be enough members present to legaily 
proceed with the business of the house. 

The attendance of a certain percentage, 
however, is guaranteed by the fact that the 
treasurer will be unable to dispense of the 
house payroll until a late hour tonight. He 
was kept busy all day yesterday paying 
accounts already .audited, having com- 
menced the work a day earlier than usual 
in-order to clear the desks in time. 

Many of the mem~aers will not receive 
their pay until late this evening. They are 
reasonably certain to be on hand. 

It will be a most unfortunate state of 
affairs if Colonel Atkinson's fears are vert- 
fied and the house is compelled to adjourn 
this morning. It will mean the laying over 
of an immense amount of tmportant public 
business. 

That there was good ground for his ap- 
prehension was demonstrated by the fact 
that the largest number of members shown 
to be present by the evening yoll call was 
ninety-two, only: four above the number 
necessary to the passage of bills. 

If a quorum is present today it will re- 
guire quick work up to a late hour to 
come anywhere near clearing the clerk’s 
desk. 

Morning Session. 

Under the head of unfinished business 
was the senate bill of Mr. Reese, providing 
that the operation of the road law may be 
Buspended upon recommendation of the 
grand jury. To this the committee offered 
a substitute taking the power from the 
hands of the grand jury and vesting it 
with the peopl«, making the bill substan- 
tially similar to the one on the same subject 
recently passed by the house. In this shape 
it was passed. 

Several senate 
second reading. 

The bill of Senator Hatcher amending 
the law in relation to coroners’ juries was 
reported back by the committee with an 
e2dverse recommendation. This bill reduces 
the number of coroners’ jurors to six. On 
motion of Mr. Worrill the report of the 
committee was disagreed with and the 
bill placed in its regular order. 

The bill of Senator Scaife amending the 
law in relation to county solicitors was 
lost. 

The bill of Senator Smith to amend the 
code in relation to the taking of affidavits 
was lost.

Senate Amendments. 

The bill of Mr. McBride, of Haralson, 
amending the law providing for the incor- 
poration of banks was reported back with 
several senate amendments, which were 
concurred in. 

The bill of Mr. Ham,-of Hall, to provide 
for the guaranty payment of teachers’ sal- 
aries was tabled on motion of its author. 

The bill by Mr. Boynton, of Calhoun, to 
repeal the law relative to standards tor 
weights and measures was reported with a 
senate substitute amending the law so as to 
reduce the -penalty for using unverified 
weights and measures. Under the old law 
accounts based on sales by such weights 
cannot be collected. The amendment pro- 
vides that not over three-fourths can be 
collected. This was passed. 

The resolution providing for certain mem- 
bers to remain to wind up unfinished busi- 
ness was amended so as to increase the 
number from three to five. 

The senate amendments to the bill of Mr. 
Dempsey, of Butts, in regard to selection of 
banks for state depositories were concurred 
in. 

Senate Bills Acted On. 

The bill of Senator Smith, of the thirty- 
fourth, to amend the code prescribing the 
method of making levys and returns of 
the same was lost. 

The bill of Senator 
the sixteenth district, providing when.a 
husband shall be the agent of his wife 
and the wife responsible for debts was lost.

The bill by Mr. Daley, of the sixteenth, 
to provide for the hearing of\evidence in 
election contests and providing- a method of 
procedure, was read and warmly advocated 
by Mr. Fleming, who spoke at length upon 
its provisions. Mr. O'Neill questioned the 
wisdom of the bill and intimated that it 
was peculiarly desirable for S®Richmond 
county. 

“No sir,” Mr. Fleming replied, “our elec- 
tions there are tolerably fair, but here in 
Fulton some of you fellows will be praying 
the Lord for some such measure as this to 
get justice.”’ 

Mr. Short, of Marion, thought the present 
law was good enough. A running discus- 
sion followed between the advocates and 
opponents of the measure. The yeas and 
nays were calied for with the result of pass- 
ing the bill by 96 to 27.

This is Mr. Fieming’s 
well known measure which recently passed 
the house. Mr. Fleming objected to several 
of the amendments. The first was the 
amendment striking out the clause making 
the school and fiscal year coincident and 
substituting a clause providing that the 
treasurer draw %3,000 quarterly to pay the 
teachers. Mr. Hall, of Thomas, warmly ad- 
vocated the senate amendments and dis- 
puted Mr. Fieming’s position in the mat- 
ter.

Protecting Wronged W omen, 

The bill of Senator Edwards, amending 
the code in relation to actions for seduc- 
tion, was read. The bill provides that in 
Setuling such cases by marriage the man 
must give bond for five years for the sup- 
port of his wife and children. In the event 
vf his inability to give bond, the prosecu- 
tion shall be considered alive until he has 
lived with his wife in good faith for five 
years. 

Il‘or this a substitute was offered by Mr. 
Thomas, of Coweta. The substitute pro- 
vides that if under the circumstances cited 
a husband desert his wife for other than 
Statutary cause for divorce, the prosecu- 
tion against him be revived and that this 
prosecution be regarded as simply suspend- 
ed during the life of the wife. It also pro- 
vides that his consent to the marriage is 
to be regarded as evidence of guilt. 

Mr. Reagan opposed the substitute on the 
ground that it was bad policy to enact any 
law that would have the effect of hanging 
a osecution over a man’s head for life. 

Mr. Styles, the colored member, made a 
speech in favor of the substitute. It was 
desired to bring the colored people up to 
a high standard of morality, he said. Strict 
laws on such subjects as this must be 
enacted. 

Mr. Allen, of Upson, strongly favored the 
substitute and believed that it would have 
the effect of reducing cases of seduction. 

Mr. King followed him in an energetic 
argument. After a short running debate 
the substitute bill was lost and the original 
bill passed. 

The Merry Shad Again. 


The special committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Fleming, Smith and Hogan, to 
whom was referred the much discussed 
shad question, as related to the alleged ob- 
Structions in the Savannah river at Au- 
gusta, reported -a_ substitute resolution. 
This directs that the fish commissioner pro- 
ceed at once to an investigation of the 
disappearance of shad in the Savannah 
river and to ascertain whether or not the 
dam at Augusta is an obstruction to these 
fish. The resolution was approved. 

The senate amendment to the bill fixing the 
boundaries of the city of Rome were con- 
curred in. 

Mr. Fleming introduced a resolution that 
the matter of the assessment of the Au- 
gusta Southern railroad be reopened and 
the comptroller general look into alleged 
over-valuation. , 

The amendments to the bill granting cor- 
porate powers to installment insurance 
companies were read and concurred in. 

The bill providing for the 
organization of the governor's staff 
was read. Mr. Branch was of th» 
opinion that the number of the aides should 
be reduced, and the idea was vigorously 
opposed by Mr.-Battle. The bill was then

Afternoon Session. 

The session opened with the considera- 
tion of several local senate bills.

A few bills were then read for the second 
time and some routine business of no spe- 
cial importance was cleared off of the 
clerk’s desk. 

About “Physical Pools.” 

The joint committee appointed to investi- 
gate the subject of “physical pools,” as 
alleged combinations to control the trans- 
pcrtation of cotton, reported as follows: 

That there exists, with headquarters in 
Atlanta, an association composed of near- 
ly all=the southern railroad and steamship 
companies, known as the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association, what is known 
as a physical pool, is really an allotment 
or cotton freights. The intention is seeming- 
ly to protect the weaker. Under this al- 
lotment when any company has reached 
the limit of their share it is notified not 
to solicit any mere cotton freight. Then 
the weaker road is allowed to reduce its 
freight rate until it shall alsc reach the 
limit of its allotment. It is claimed that 
there is no penalty for non-compliance. 

This agreement would seem to discourare 
improper discrimination indulged in hereto- 
fore, and it can in no way injure the plant- 
er or cotton shipper, but might under some 
circumstances result in lower freight rates. 
In no instance can a road refuse proffered 
freight. ¢ ; 

The committee concluded this report with 
the suggestion that no legislation is nec- 
essary. 

A Lively Skirmish. 

The bill of Senator Corput, requiring 
county commissioners to furnish room for 
the tax collector in the courthousg@ where 
the books and records must be kept, was 
taken up. The bill also specifies that the 
attorney general shall prescribe the books 
to be used. The committee amended. sub- 
Stituting any safe place for the courthouse. 

Mr. Arnold amended to strike out all of

He is not 
a lawyer, but: he can make as good and 
eloquent a speech as any man on the floor 
of the senate and is a very strong advocate 
of such measures as meet his approyal. As 
chairman of the finance committee he has 
undoubtedly done splendid work for the 
state. His advocacy of the Veach state 
bank bill undoubtedly saved that measure 
in the senate from what seemed to. be de- 
feat. Heis a hard worker and possesses all 
the elements of a splendid legislator. 


Senator Frank Chambers presided for a 
time in the senate yesterday morning and 
made a splendid impression as a presiding 
official, as he has done all the times he has 
been called to the chair. Senator Chambers 
is one of the ablest lawyers in the upper 
house and has proved a power of strength, 
both on committee work and on the floor of 
the senate. Senator Chambers has been 
prominently mentioned as a congr@ssional 
possibility in the tenth district, and should 
it be deemed a part of wisdom to select 
somebody out of Richmond county Senator 
Frank Chambers would have strong support 
throughout the district.

“It was a bill to re- 
quire the ordinary to furnish a room for 
the school commissioner in the courthouse 
when all the rooms are not occupied by 
other county officers. It seems that in For- 
syth county the ordinary, who is a third 
parity man, has Kept the county schwol com- 
missioner out of the courthouse becaaise he 
is a democrat, though he has rented twd 
offices to outside parties. The bill will prob- 
ably pass, as it went through the senate, 
and there is no opposition. 


Senator Pope Gholston is one of the most 
popular members of the. upper body. He is 
not a talker, but he is a worker and does 
good work for the state. Senator Gholston 
isa power in Madison countywand his elec- 
tion is a tribute to his splendid service for 
the ‘party. 


Senator Tom Smith and Senator Fitzgerald 
sit side by side and seem to be great chums. 
They are two fellows who can be counted 
upon to vote what they think the best in- 
terests of the state. Sesator Fitzgerald is 
no novice in legislative matters. This is 
his second term as a senator and his third 
as a legislator, having been in t#m: house 
for one term.

The Committee on Mannfactures and 
Statistics, 


OF WHICH HON. PHIL HARALSON IS HEAD 


Is Urged to Go to Work and Build Up the 
Ciaims of Atlanta Before the People. 
A suggestion to Mayor Gooiwin. 


The committee on manufactures and 
Statistics should be called to the front. 

Mayor. Goodwin, in the arrangement of 
his committees for the municipal work of 
next year, could do no more popular thing 
than to give the committee on manufact- 
ures and Statistics the prominence due to it. 

In the make- -up of the committees, they 
gain importance as the duties devolving 
upon them are recognized and made impor- 
tant. There was a time when the commit- 
tee on public schools was the one upon 
which to serve in order to gain reputation. 
It was on this committee that the late Dr. 
O’ Keefe worked out the plan which has de- 
veloped the present system of public 
schools. 

With the establishment of an effective 
board of education, to which was referred 
the entire management of the question of 
education, the school committee has lost 
its importance. 

There was a time when the committee on 
police claimed the premiership. That was 
in the days of disorder and turbulence, 
when protection was the great question t» 
be settled. Some of Atlanta’s most solid 
citizens made their first public reputation 
at the head of this committee. The estab- 
lishment of a police commission, however. 
cut off its importance, and it was 
not until the era of high license 
that Hon. J. J. Meador restored it to some- 
what of its old time prominence by taking 
control of the license question. 

When the era of street improvement be- 
gan, the chairman of the street committee 
was looked up to as the man who held the 
key to the city council. There are gray- 
headed men who remember what a time 
Chairman Andy Stewart had in fixing up 
the mudholes at the Walker and Nelson 
street junction, and other places. Now, 
that Atlanta has over fifty miles of bel- 
gian blocked streets and brick sidewalks, 
there is a disposition to let the street com- 
mittee rest. Hon. Jacob Haas, during 
three years’ service in the city council, held 
the chairmanship of the committee on sew- 
ers, and through his influence it is that 
the present system of sewerage has been 
put upon a successful career. 

The last committee forced into prominence 
because of the duties devolving upon it 
was that on bridges. The work of push- 
ing through Forsyth street bridge was not 
only a great commercial undertaking, but 
as it called for a great sum of money, 
watchfulness as well as enterprise was 
called for. It was with a just sense of 
pride, therefore that Chairman Turner re- 
tred from council, that a magnificent 
Structure had been erected, and nct a cent 
of the city’s money had been wasted. 

And now, what is the committee of the 
future? That question can only be an- 
swered bv the discovery of what is At- 
lanta’s greatest need. Here we have a 
macnificently beautiful city,,whose railroads 
plerce out in every. direction; whose miles 
of granite streets and brick sidewalks are 
a pleasure to vehicles and pedestrians; 
whose sewers assure public cleanliness; 
whose public schools are the peers of any 
in the union. Here is perpetual good health, 
an equable climate and every element a 
home seeker or business man would seek. 

Yhat Atianta needs is more people and 
more manufactures. We need to impress 
the advantages of the city) as a hgne and 
manufacturing center upon people every- 
where who are looking for a location. It 
is plain, therefore, that the duty of the 
hour is to push Atlanta’s claims. This can 
only be done through the committee on 
manufactures and statistics, of which Hon. 
Phil Haralson is the chairman. If Mayor 
Goodwin will see to it that the committee 
on finance, which he names, will set aside 
$10,000 for Mr. Haralson’s committee, the 
work of advertising Atlanta can be taken 
up to some purpose. Mr. Haralson is just 
the man to give the committee its proper 
standing, if he is backed up ‘substantially.
